THE HOUSE OF CORRECTION.
Tur necessity for a House of Correction has
been a subjeot for discussion in this city for
many years, but notwithstanding the fact that
tho officers of the Almshouse, of the County
Prison, and of the Penitentiary have urged
the importance of such an institution, and the
newspspers have kopt the matter before the
public continually, Conncils on one pretext
or another hesitated to adopt any active
mepsures, and a year ago the prospects of onr
ever having a House of Cerrection were
almost as remote as they were at the com.-

mencement of {the last decade. Last
March, however, Jouncils _ adopted
a 8ite known as the “River Farm,”

on a neck of land between the Delaware
river and Pennypack creek, and a commis-
sion was appointed to select a plan for the
buildings and to supcrintend their erection.
On the 1st of June the commission decided
in favor of the plan prepared by Mr, J. H.
Windrim, the archilect of the new Masonic
Hall now being erocled on Broad street, and
yeaterday the contract for putling up the
buildings was awarded to Mr. R. J, Dobbins,
who made the lowest bid, 009,200, It will
thus be seen that the long-needod House of
Correction is at length likely to be
an accomplished fact. According to the de-
sign of Mr. Windrim, the institntion 'will
consist of a main building, thres stories in
There
will also be an attachment for a wash-house
and kitchen. Tbe main building will be 500
feet in length by 60 in width, and the wings
300 feet in length by 50in width. The mate-
rinl used will be brown or grey stone,
and it is calculated that it will take
about three years to complete the
gtructire.  Mr., R. J. Doblins, who has
secured the building contract, hasa deservedly
high reputation as a builder. Ie has put up
some of the finest edifices in the city, and his
work is alike distingnished by good taste and
elegance and by strength and solidity of con-
struction. My, Dobbinsg owns his own brick-
yards and stone quarries, which probably ac-

. counts for the fact that he is able to make a

comparatively low bid. The Building Com-
mission will require the contractor to give
security in %100,000, and ten per cent. of the
whole construction fund will be witkheld
until the work is completed,

It is a matter for sincere congratulation
that we are, after long waiting, at last to
It will relieve
the County Prison, the Almshouse, and the
Penitentiary of inmates who do not properly
belong to either of those institutions, and it
will, if properly administered, be an efficient
check upon vagranoy, and will do more to
aid in the permanent roformation of such
plagues as the Bedford strect distriet than
any other influence that can be brought to
bear.
